Despite opposition from. a 
section of its\Left Wing = sup- 
porters the British Labour Gov- 
ernment has secured the second 
vending in’ the House of Com- 
mons for its ' Bill to continue 
compuisory service in the iirmed 
forces. > The Bil, which — will 
shortly becomé . law. renders 
the male population of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom betiveen the agqs 
of 18 and 26 liable to serve 1h 
months with the Colours and to 
remuin thereafter in reserve for 
another five and half years. Fer 
most of thege young’ men ser. 
vice will begin at the age of 15. 

Thus for the frst time in Bri- 
tish ‘history the principle — of 
compulsory military service has 
been established in time of 
peace. There is, -ingecd, sume 
irony in the clreumstance that 
Labour leaders who before the 
war strenuously opposed © mili- 
tary conscription .sshould now 
recognize the necessity of sup- 
plementing voluntary — recrult- 
ment by ‘the measure of © com- 
pulsory service.

“In 1914 the small” regifalr 
army had been reinforeed © by 
the 300,000 volunteers who 
joined “Kitchener’a Army” and 
bore the brunt of the fighting 
before recruits could be trained 
under the compulsory system 
introduced later. These  volun- 
teers were the flower of the 
male pbpulation—who would 
have been natural Jendera of 
the nation—and most of them 
perished. Between 1920 and 
1939 it was scen that one ef- 
fect of the voluntary system 
had thus been to favour the 
“survival of the — unfittest.” 
The conscription law of 1939 
mitigated this drawback, - 
- Nevertheless, until war broke 
ont again In 1939 the old tradi- 
tion had bene powerful enough 
fo prevent the retantion of com- 
Pulsory service. From 1940 
onwards the Labour Jeaders in 
the National Coalitlon Govern-| 
ment learned that the reaction- 
ary iders which they had be- 
licyved to be inherent In con- 
scription_hore little or no ree 
Jation to facts or to national 
necessities, And when the Na- 
tional Conlition Government 
wus replaced by a Labuor 
Government in July,'1945, these 
same leaders became convinced 
that the most democratic 
means of providing for national 
defence would be to prolong 
compulsory serylce for an in- 
definite period. Hence the pre- 
sent National Service Bill which
